Toronto-ites Hate Toronto

Irreverence was the order of the 
evening recently at Varsity's Vic- 
toria College where the Victoria 
College Debating Parliament up- 
held the resolution that "Wc All 
Hate Toronto" by a margin of 35-20. 

The various speeches were en- 
livened by belches from the 
affirmative speakers and yawns 
from Ihosc of the negative, as the 
government and the opposition res- 
pectively attacked and defended 
-Old Hogtown." . 

The first speaker for the affirma- 
tive recalled his nostalgic memories 
of old Toronto . . . "the Bay cars 
arc like grapes— they come in 
bunches, and the dear old ladies 
with gracefully sharpened elbows." 
He lauded the former "comfortable 
provincial dullness" that was the 
"hallmark of the citizenry." Dull 
neighbors made a Torontonian "sure 
of undisturbed egoism." 

Old Toronto is disappearing, said 
Ihe speaker. Ideas have infiltrated 
into the city. They arc corrupting 
and stimulating young minds. He 
applauded the "good old Toronton- 
ian conversation" that consisted ex- 
clusively of facts, as against the 
new conversation that contains 
idacs and culture. "Facts arc safe." 

He continued, "It is not the dull- 
ness of Toronto or the vast area of, 
undifferentiated grime that wc de- 
plore, but the tendency lo so-call- 
ed reform that wc condemn. Tor- 
onto's mayor has actually been sus- 
pected of an anti-laissez-faire atti- 
tude." 

The first speaker for the negat- 
ive staled lhat Toronto is the "apex

McGill debaters won ten out of 
twenty-four dîbates against thirty- 
four eastern Canadian and Amer- 
ican Universities and Colleges in 
the largest .debating conference 
ever held in Canada or the United 
States. 

Sponsored by the University of 
Vermont in Burlington, the con- 
ference began on Friday, December 
12, with a round of debates which 
continued through Saturday, culm- 
inating Saturday night with a con- 
gressional session composed of the 
198 debaters from all of the univer- 
sities. Against such colleges as 
Maine, West Point, Pcnn. State, 
New York State Teacher's, and 
Vassar, McGill contested the reso- 
lution, "Resolved that there should 
be established a federal world gov- 
ernment." 

The McGill delegation was head- 
ed by faculty representatives, Pro- 
fessor McLeannan, chairman of the 
Philosophy Department, and Messrs 
Falle and Coylc of the English De-

Open lo All 

The room is available lo all 
students, and it is on the first 
floor of the Conservatorium, corner 
of University and Sherbrooke 
streets. It is a tastefully furnished 
quiet room, inviting the entrant 
to relax and enjoy one of the 
better things in life. .There arc 
supervisors in attendance during 
the hours listed on the door, and 
all that the interested student need 
do is lo tell the supervisor the 
recording he wishes to hear, then 
observe a reasonable silence while 
he waits for the requests of those 
who arrived prevoiously to be 
played. 

There arc, incidentally, still open- 
ings for supervisors: so any student 
who has a taste for good music 
plus some unoccupied hours might 
find il profitable lo apply. The 
room is opened from 10 a.m. to 
S p.m., with the exception of an 
hour or two. each day of the school 
week. 

RECORD-PLAYER REPAIRED 

Students have been dropping in 
to the Conservatorium occasionally 
to visit the Music Room, only to 
find that it was not yet prepared to 
receive visitors. In an interview 
with the Daily recently, Mr. Tup- 
per. Vice Director of the Conserva- 
torium, explained that the record- 
player has been suffering from a 
malady common to many machines 
today — a nervous breakdown 
caused by overwork. He stated that 
a new motor, tubes, and various 
other vital oragans of the ma- 
chine's viscera had been ordered 
during the summer, but had not 
arrived until a few days ago. After 
a short contcrence with Dean 
Clarke, Director of the Conserva- 
torium, Mr. Tupper said that they 
hoped to have the room open for 
the student public by today— and it 
is. 

There is notning wrong with the 
machine now; and it is quite ready 
for any studem who will lend a 
sympathetic car. The disc is start- 
ed and stopped by the opening and 
closing, respectively of the cover; 
both cabinet and loud-speaker box, 
which are separate, are made of 
gleaming wood. All aubtle tones 
and details of the music arc made 



easily distinguisablc by the intru- 
mcnt's delicate mechanism. 

MODERN INSTALLATION 

The Carnegie Music Room was 
first made accessible in April, 1939. 
II is a large, well-lighted room 
with carpeted floor, upholstered 
chairs and benches, a grand piano, 
ash trays conveniently placed so 
as lo remind the smoker lhat this 
is not the Union Grill Room, and 
a bay window facing on Univers- 
ity Street. The walls arc light 
green in colour, and various pci- 
turcs, including a copy of the 
death mask of Beethoven, add 
interest to the room. The record 
albums arc placed in neat, built-in 
shelves to conserve space and also, 
prcseumably, to lessen the possibil- 
ity of breakage. 

The mysterious looking bit of 
machinery that is placed behind a 
glass partition in the wall is not 
something sinister like a lie detect- 
or, it is a record-making machine; 
when a recording is made, the 
musicians play In the Music Room, 
the machine records their prrform-

What's Wrong With McGill Veterans?.

For the past two years my sensitive cars have 
been continually subjected to remarks, by Figures 
of National Importance, to the effect that "Veterans 
of World War II went Into the Forces as boys and 
came out men"; that "They are a mature group of 
citizens, well aware of their duties and rcsposibill- 
tles"; that "Student veterans have an immeasurable 
advantage over the others, In their possession of a 
wide'experience and an adult mentality", and so on 
and on, ad nauseam. 

Well, let's get wise to ourselves — if these 
platitudes are meant to Include the vets on this 
campus, someone should inform their perpetrators 
that it's a lot of hogwash. McGill's 3,000-odd war- 
scarred heroes may have all the maturity of an 
over.ripe cheese, but on the basis of awareness and 
activity they'd lose the contest hands-down to the 
graduating class of a kindergarten for backward 
chilHrcn. With the exception of a small minority 
who go to meetings of their Student Veterans Society 
and occasionally vote, veterans at this university 
have about as much dynamic drive as a body of 
swamp-water; and if the possession of an "adult 
mentality" results In the kind of apathy prevalent 
among this group, I can only say "Let's go back 
to the mud-pie stage." 

The McGill Student Veterans Society has been 
In operation for over two years, dedicated to the 
solution of veterans* problems and the fostering 
of a co-operative spirit among students who have 
In common the fact that they served in some capa- 
city In the Allied Forces during the war. In the 
course of these two years, the society membership 
has never exceded 30 per cent of McGill's veteran 
enrollment. Meetings have seldom attracted more 
than one In 10 of the vets on the campus. Even the 
recent elections, which were as widely publicized 
and as hotly contested as could reasonably be de- 
manded by the most sanguine ward-heeler, failed to 
call to Uie polls even a bare one-third of McGill's 
■x-iervicemen and -women. 

This is a tad commentary on our "awareness nf 
ttutles and responsibilities". Admittedly, the Vets

Society has at times been the victim of 'political 
factions', as so many have charged. But do the arm- 
chair generals who give this as a reason for slaying 
out of the Society ever stop to consider that this 
exuse is exactly what promotes the conditions 
they are deploring? It Is nothing short of idiotic 
for a majority of people to refuse membership In 
an organization on the grounds that it is being 
run by a minority; but this is exactly what McGill 
vets have been doing for two years. 

The present executive of the M.S.V.S. elected last 
month, is making an honest effort to build the 
Society up and to poll the members on various 
important issues, such as allowances, housing and 
loans. So far, only a few hundred of the question- 
naire forms have been taken out, and very few 
even of these have been filled out and returned. 
I myself have heard a great many of oun "mature" 
veterans excuse themselves for not bothering to fill 
out the one-page form, by such remarks as: "Oh. 
it's loo long"; "Aw, it Isn't long enough"; or even: 
"I'm not Interested in the questions". And since I 
refuse to believe that any veteran, or indeed any 
human being outside a mental hospital, could pos- 
sibly be devoid of some opinions on at least some 
of the questions asked, I am forced to conclude that 
most of our vets are either unusually lazy or else 
that they are not human beings. Neither of which 
would surprise me, after 18 months at McGill. 

The National Conference of Student Veterans, 
which meets annually to consider such problems as 
allowances and housing and to make recommenda- 
tions to the government, is only a few weeks away. 
Both the Canadian Legion and the Department of 
Veterans Affairs are sympathetic to the Conference, 
and will in all likelihood support its conclusions. 
Meanwhile, this university's Students Vets Executive 
is doing its damncst to find out what McGill vets 
want — and McGill vets won't tell them! They 
can't be bothered. They're loo busy, no doubt, bask- 
ing in the glow of being "a mature group of citi- 
zens".

moments a little more pleasant. He, 
who, whether rich or poor, shared 
everything he had with his friends, 
had to face death all alone. He also 
died young, very young indeed— he 
was only 39. This can easily be ex 
plained when one knows how much 
Fat's drank. But his drinking never 
lessened his terrific vitality, good 
humcrcdncss and ability as both i 
pianist and a composer. 

Fat's seemed to live only when 
playing the piano. As soon as he 
sat down In front of a keyboard, 
he was another man. He radiated an 
Incredible power, which did not ex 
elude his natural sensibility and 
originality. Also being a born hum. 
nrist, he always made the musl 
cians he played with feel at case. 
Never was anybody nervous at 
Victor when Waller was recording 
Every now and then he would grab 
the 40 of rye, which was always to 
be found sitting on top of his piano, 
gulp down some of its content and 
passed it around. And even with 
out the drinks, who could remain 
tense while recording "Your Feet's 
Too Big," for instance. Anybody- 
would Immediately relax upon see 
ing Waller's mimics and upon hear 
ing his Jokes. 

Although Fat's never played 
anything but jazz, he became very 
popular, which is a wonder, con 
sidcring how people usually react 
to jazz. AVithout ever becoming 
commercial, he appealed to the 
public by the simplicity and the 
mti5icality of his compositions, as 
well as by the originality and the 
natural of his interpretations. Al- 
though Fat's Waller left us four 
years ago, he is still with us, 
through the many records he made. 
Let us hope that people will never 

forget him nor his music.

Holiday Work 
To Undergrade 

The R.C.A.F. offers summer em- 
ployment to R.C.A.F. veteran under- 
graduates during the summer holi- 
day period to selected students. 
Preferences will be given to former 
members of the aircrew presently 
serving on the R.C.A.F. (Reserve), 
who will agree to serve In the 
R C.A.F. i Regular) on graduation.

It is antici- 
pated that outstanding officers who 
may not be graduating till 1049 or 
1950 may be offered immediate 
appointments at the end of em- 
ployment period and placed on 
leave without pay to complete their 
degrees. This would not affect 
their DVA educational entitlements. 

It is therefore required that un- 
dergraduate enrolling for this cm- 
polymcnt sign an honorable under- 
taking that they intend to accept 
a permanent commission in the 
RCAF if selected, subject to suc- 
cessful graduation.

Albert? I do know that the Nov- 
ember 15th issue of the Saturday 
Evening Post carries an article 
describing the activities of the Ger- 
man Socialist leader, Kurt Schu- 
macher. In the British and Amer- 
ican Zones. Docs that account 
sound as if Mr. Cchumacher is 
throw into jail before each elec- 
tion? 

3. Mr. Albert attacks Mr. Clau- 
sen's charge (of Lenin's insistance 
on Communist infiltration) on the

From 
this sprang the names "Bolshcviki" 
and "Menscviki"— "Members of the 
Majority" and "Members of the 
Minority." These two wings became 
separate parties, both calling them- 
selves 'Russian Social Democratic 
Labour Party." The Bolsheviks arc 
of course the present rulcrsc of 
Russia and now call themselves 
Communists. 

The Mcnshcvikc Included "all 
shades of Socialists who believe 
that society must progress by na- 
tural evolution towards Socialism". 
It might be interesting to point out 
that in 1917 as in 1947. the greatest 
foes of the Communists were the 
Socialists. Exactly the point that 
Mr. Clausen makes! 

Mr. Albert then goes on to eulo- 
gise various Communist leaders for 
their "great moral courage ". As an 
example of Communist moral cour- 
age, Mr. Albert points to Maurice 
Thorcz. general secretary of the 
French Communist Party. The 
same Mr. Thorcz who showed his 
"great moral courage" by deserting 
from the French Army in 1940 and 
fleeing to Russia. 

Please, Mr. Albert, the next time 
that you want to say something 
cither get your facts straight or 
keep quiet.
